Half the membership of the 
ing meeting at Unity Hall voted to 
reject the proposal of the Public 
Service Co. to reduce wages up to 
10 per cent monthly contingent on 
earnings. There are 3550 men in 
the union. 

The vote was unanimous, and 
was taken in the presence of Stan- 
ley Clarke, president of the Public 
Service Co., who presented the 
company’s side of the controversy. 
A meeting of men who work on the 
day shift. will be held tonight. 

The men voted approval to the 
action of the Executive Board of 
the union rejecting the proposal. 
Officers’ of the organization are 


ing between now and May 20, the| 
date of expiration of the present 
working agreement, to take further | 
action on the question. 

Clarke told the men the wage 
cut was necessitated by the de- 
crease in revenue. The number of 
car riders has fallen from £332: .- 
000,000 in 1923 to 213,000,000 last 
year, he said. 

“If we had not been fortunate in 
decreasing the company’s indebted- 
ness to $27,000,000, as against $64,- 
000,000 under. the receiver, and 
were not receiving an average fare 
of 8.6 cents instead of seven cents. 
the revenue last year would have 
been $1;7500,000 less than operating 
expenses,”’ ne asserted. “The re- 
duction in indebtedness was partly 
accomplished through inducing 
creditors to become stockholders. 
Under the plan propose‘ the stock. 
Lolders will receive nothing uutil 
wages are paid in full.” 

“The company cannot pay out 
more than it receives,” Clarke de- 
clared. “Regardless whether you 
accept this agreement or not there 
will only be so much to pay out for 
wages. It is just a question of who 
will receive that pay. The officers 
of the company think this plan is 
better than to reduce the number 
of runs.” 

In response to a question from 
an employe, Clarke admitted the 
plan offered no guaranty that men 
would not be laid off anyway. “I 
cannot foresee what will be de- 
posited in those fare boxes. -I can 
only tell you that stockholders 
will not be paid until wages are 
paid in full, and that we sincerely 
believe that it will not be necessary 
to lay off men.” 

Speech By Union Chief. 

Harry M. Nelson, president of 
the union, who is an ordained min- 
ister, delivered an impassioned ad- 
dress that brought ringing cheers 
from the thousand or more men 
who crowded the hall. 

Referring to the directors of the 
Public Service Co., as “a union- 
hating, wage-smashing crowd,” 
Nelson characterized the proposal 
as “one of the most un-godly I 
have’ ever heard.” 

“The unsavory reputation of 
holding companies and super-hold- 
ing corporations #s so well known 
that it needs no discussion,” the 
car men’s president declared. ‘‘Or- 
ganizations such as this never 
change their one tune, which is 
‘Over the hill to the Poorhouse.’ It 
is strikingly strange that the of- 
ficers and directors of such cor- 
porations die rich. 

“The Public Service Co., despite 
warnings from its employes, has 
been sowing the seeds which it :s 
now reaping. The company could 
Pay a living wage if it eradicated 
some Of the causes for its troubles. 
I dare say ftsS financial report ceald 
be torn into shreds by an expért. 
We will not go into the legality of 
setting aside to depreciation $600,- 
000 more than was\allowed by the 
Public Service Commission. The 
fact remains that that sum could 
not have been set ‘aside if it had 
not been earned by you men.” 


The “Enormous” Increase, 
Nelson injected a bit of humor 
into his address by referring to the 
“enormous increase of 2 cents an 
hour, which we received.in 1929.” 
“On the basis of an eight-hour day

he asserted. 

“It is the habit of corporations,” 
he declared, “to shout tor a cut in 
the wages of employes as soon as 
the prfce of spinach goes down. 
They declare they need money to 
pay their interest. I think ft was 
William Howard Taft who: said 
that one remedy for a company 
that cannot pay its interest is to 
hang out a sign, ‘Open Under New 
Management.’ The scale of wages 
is not, however, governed by the 
price of ‘spinach. It is baged on

BIRTH CONTROL 
OK'D IN REPORT 


TOPRESBYTERIANS 


Church Body Says It Is 
Wrong to Have Children 
Without Adequate r’rovi- 
sion for Them. 


URGES FIDELITY TO 
SPIRITUAL IDEALS 


Advises Northern General 
Assembly to Establish 
Marriage Instruction 
Courses, 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 27.—A com- 
mission of the Northern Presbyter- 
ian Church, deploring the increas- 
_ing divorce rate, has given its ap- 
proval to birth control and sug- 
gested the establishment of courses 
ior instruction in marriage. 

The commission is that on mar- 
riage, divorce and remarriage, and 
it will report to the general as- 
sembly of the church at Pittsburg 
in May. 

The report, made public today, 
was signed by all members of the 
commission, 

The commission said: 

‘“Barnest Christian people are 
asking for the church's guidance 
on the subject of birth control. 
This subject demands attention to- 
day as never before. Economic 
conditions and a worthy standard 


of living make it wrong to bring) 


children into the world without 
adequate provision for their nur- 
ture and proper consideration for 
the health of the mother.” 

If birth control is practiced, the 
report continues, “It should only 
be in fidelity to the highest spir- 
itual ideals of the Christian home. 

“The Christian conception of sex 
clothes the relationship between 
husband and wife with spiritual 
significance, sanctifying marriage 
as a divine institution. Moral con- 
trol is the basic essential to a wor- 
thy experience of a marriage re- 
lation.” 

The report deplored prevalcnc 
of divorce and condemned “the de- 
liberate steps taken by married 
people to secure divorce in order 
to remarry.’ The commission 
urged the church to reaffirm its 
position that divorce be sanctioned 
only in cases of willful desertion or 
adultery. 

“When,” said the recommenda- 
tion, “husband and wife have 
been divorced on either of the two 
grounds authorized by the Scrip- 
tures the innocent party is justi- 
fied in remarriage on a Christian 
basis.”’ 

The report stated a survey indi- 
eated that cases of divorce are 
“extremely rare’’ among people ac- 
tively connected with a church.

William V. Walsh, president-

Benjamin P. Williams, vice pres- 
ident of Hickman Williams & Co. 
told police he was sitting in his of- 
fice on the tenth floor of the Fed- 
eral Commerce Trust Building, 415 
Pine street, when his attention was 
attracted by a man sitting on a 
window ledge of the Cotton Belt 
Building. A moment later, he said, 
he saw the body falling. It fell 
into a truck parked in an alley 
on the west side of the building.

MRS. BLAGKLIDGE SAYS 
KILLING VINDIGATES HER 


Asserts Identification of Swin- 
dler Shows She Had No Part 
in Faro Fraud.

SOUTH BEND, Ind., April 27.— 
Mrs. Myrtle Blacklidge, former 
United States Collector of Internal 
Revenue for Northern Illinois, who) 
borrowed $50,000 from Edward R. 
Litsinger, member of the Chicago 
Board of Review, and lost it, so 
she said, in a faro game swindle 
in Springfield, Ill., said today the 
murder of George (Big) Perry here 
exonerated her of participation in 
the fraud. Litsinger had accused 
her. * 

Arising pabts a sickbed in .Chi-'s 
cago, Mrs.. Blacklidge came t 
South Bend yesterday and identi® 
fied Perry's body as that of one of 
the thrée men who fled with the 
$50,000 after the card game three 
months ago at Springfield. 

“It is just retribution that this 
man who almost succeeded in as- 
sassinating my reputation should, 
himself, die of an assassin’s bul- 
let,”” Mrs. Blacklidge said, “His 
death vindicates me and proves 
that I had no part in the plot that 
swindled Luatsinger out of $50,000.

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EPISCOPAL CHURCH 
MARRIAGE COURT 
PROPOSED IN NEW 
CANON ON DIVORCE 


Rule Would Abolish All 
Grounds for Separation, 
Fix Annulment Policy 
and Permit Rewedding in 
Some Cases. 


BARS PRAYER BOOK 
IN SUCH CEREMONIES 


Consent of Bishop or Spe- 
cial Ecclesiastical Tribun- 
al Would Be Necessary 
Before Minister Could 
Perform the Rite. | 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 27.—The 
proposed divorce reform canon, 
drafted by a joint commission of 
the Episcopal Church and just 
made public embodies a radical 
change in the marriage law of the 
church. It would eliminate all 
grounds for divorce, but at the 


same time create many grounds for 
annulment. 

While waiving the church's op- 
position to remarriage of divorced 
persons, it would authorize the es- 
tabliishment of eccles‘astical courts 
to pass upon marital cases, in- 
cluding annulment and remarriage. 


Removal of Penalty. 

While refusing to recognize-even 
adultery as a ground for divorce, 
the new canon would remove the 
penalty which consists in refusal 
of baptism, confirmation and holy 
communion without the Bishop’s 
consent to remarried divorcees. 

The new canon would repeal the 
rule forbidding the marriage of a 
communicant with any divorced 
person other than the innocent 
member of a union dissolved by 
state authority on ground of adul- 
tery. It would permit the re-mar- 
riage of persons divorced for any 
cause, provided the Bishop or ec- 
cJesiastical court approved. 

The grounds for annulment cre- 
ated in the proposed canon consist 
of barriers to a compléte union ex- 
isting in advance, such ag too close 
relationship, insanity, immaturity, 
deceit, disease, etc. 

The commission reporting was 
named six years ago. 

Ecclesiastical Courts. 

The proposed revised canon pro- 
vides for ecclesiastical courts to 
pass On problems of marriage. It 
would permit ministers to remar- 
ry communicants and divorced per- 
Sons under certain circumstances, 


and eliminate all mention of 
zround for divorce and remar- 
riage. 


Even though a minister should 
officiate at the marriage of a 
communicant and one divorced, the 
ceremony could not be conducted in 
a church nor could the book of 
common prayer be used. 

At present an Episcopal minister 
cannot in any circumstances offi- 
clate at the remarriage of a guilty 
purty in a divorce granted for un- 
faithfulness, although he can re- 
tuarry the innocent party with the 
consent of the Bishop. 

Proposed Code. 

The proposed revised canon, to 
be submitted to the general con- 
vention next September, says: 

“Any person to whom a divorce 
from a former marriage has been 
granted for any cause by a civil 
court, may, after the expiration of 
one year from the granting of the 
divorce, apply to his bishop or the 
ecclesiastical marital court of his 
domicile for permission to marry 
unother person. * * * If the 
Bishop or court permits the pro- 
posed marriage, a minister of the 
church may solemnize the mar- 
riage, providcd, however, that he 
shall not solemnize it in the church 
or by the form contained in the 
beok of common prayer.” 

Under the present rule an Epis- 
copal minister is prohibited from 
baptizing, confirming or giving 
communion to any person he has 
cause to believe “has been married 
otherwise than as the word of God 
vor the discipline of this church al- 
low” without first having received 
the permission of the Bishop of the 
diocese, “excepting a penitent per- 
son in imminent danger of death.” 

The new canou would eliminate 
all this. 

Bishop Explains Plan. 

Explaining the reasons for the 
change relating to unfaithfulness, 
Bishop Herman Page of Detroit, 
chairman of the commission, said: 

“One of the most : striking 
changes in the proposed canon is 
that it removes all grounds for di- 
voree, including adultery. On the 
other hand, it should be noted that 
all penalties are removed so far as 
divorced persons are concerned. 

“There was a practical agree- 
ment of the commission in regard 
to these changes. Indeed, the sug- 
gestion came from one of the most 
conservative members of the com- 
tinission, 

“There is one outstanding rea- 
son for removing the exception of 

adultery, namely, that in a divorce 
eiven by the civil court for adult- 
“ry, it is only too often the inno- 
“ent party that is penalized. 
“Many times when the wife ts

Value of Court. 

Concerning the proposal to es- 
tablish an _ ecclesiastical court, 
Prof. Joseph H. Beale, a member 
of the commission, wrote: “The 
majority of the members of the 
commission prefer to leave’ the 
finding of facts and the applica- 
tion of law in matters coming be- 
fore the ecclesiastical authority to 
a permanently constituted court. 
“Lay justice is almost necessari- 
ly lacking in the qualities of judi- 
cial poise, even-handed justice and 
the absence of personal] bias. 
“It is submitted that a regular 
court with a permanent Judge, or 
Judges, appointed to hear the 
questions of the sort that will 
arise, will greatly further the ob- 
jects of this canon and will build 
up a body of precedent which will 
be of security to litigants.” 

Article 4 of the proposed canon 
‘| provides that unless an ecclesias- 
tical marital court is created by 
a& diocese or district, the Bishop 
shall appoint a “godly communl- 
cant, learned in both the law of 
the church and the law of the 
state,”’ to find the facts of a mari- 
tal question and report such facts 
to him. 

Bishop Page said there was a 
marked difference among the com- 
missioners as to which was the 
better method. He said a minori- 
ty of the commission proposed the 
following amendment: 

“No minister of the church shal] 
solemnize a marriage unless the 
parties thereto shall have been 
married first by a civil magistrate.” 
Legal problems precluded adop- 
tion of the amendment, he said.

Comment of Clergy. 


The proposed divorée canon 
evoked both favorable and unfavor- 
able criticism today. The Rev. Dr. 
Caleb R. Stetson, rector of Trinity 
Church, New York, and member of 
the Anglo-Catholic wing here, ap- 
proved the report in principue. lie 
approved heartily the proposal for 
a diocesan court to pass upon 
marital cases. 

From the liberal camp, the Rev. 
Dr. Guy Emery Shipler, editor of 
the Churchman, described the sug- 
gested canon as a “somewhat futile 
compromise.” 

“I have always felt,” he said, 
“that the performance of the mar- 
riage ceremony should be divorced 
from the church, following the 
early Christian practice. At best, 
any attempted legislation by the 
church can be only a somewhat 
futile compromise.”

Constitution in Way of At- 


tempt to Act by Resolu- 
tion Without Executive 
Approval. 


EXTRA SESSION 
IS SUGGESTED 


Democrats Want Governor 
to Give Opportunity to 
Pass New Congressional 
Bill at $5 a Day.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 27.— 
A provision of the Missouri con- 
stitution has bobbed up to inter- 
fere with the plan of Senator Wil- 
liams of Troy and other Democrats 
to circumvent Gov. Caulfield’s veto 
of the Congressional redistricting 


bill. ‘Williams, in a resolution in- 
troduced into the Senate late Sat- 
urday night,’ sought to redistrict 
the State by resolution, which, he‘ 
held, would not require the signa- 
ture of the Governor to become 
effective. 

His position was questioned to- 
day by other Senators, Democrais 
as well as Republicans, and the 
prevailing sentiment appears to be 
that the Governor's veto of the bill 
passed by the Legislature ends re- 
districting for this session of the 
Legislature, and makes certain that 
Missouri’s Congressional delega’ on, 
to be chosen in 1932, will be elected 
at large. 

Some Democratic Senators ex- 
pressed the hope that, in view of 
the failure of redistricting, the 
Governor’ would call a special ses- 
sion of the Legislature for the pur- 
pose, and that at that session the 
Senate could conduct the Brunk 
impeachment trial if the Governor 
would agree to this plan the Sena- 
tors would receive $5 a day for 
their services, whereas if forced to 
try Brunk as a part of their duties 
at this regular session, they would 
receive only $1 a day. 

The Senate has passed a bill au- 
thorizing a salary of $15 a day 
during the trial, but the measure 
has not been passed by the House, 
and information from House mem- 
bers is that it probably will not be. 

There is little likelihood that the 
Governor would call a special ses- 
sion, at least not unless the Legis- 
lature should present its request in 
a formal resolution. In his veto 
message he said that the Legisla- 
ture had not been influenced by 
his objections to the bill expressed 
in his special message two weeks 
ago, and he hardly expected it to 
be influenced by the veto message. 

The seeming collapse of the re- 
districting by resolution plan is due 
to a study of the Constitution over 
the week-end by Senators. It was 
Williams’ idea that, as the Federal 
Constitution directed that “the 
time, place and manner” of elect- 
ing Congressmen in each State 
should be “as directed by the Leg- 
islature there,’”” that the Legisla- 
ture was privileged to pass a reso- 
lution, and that such a resolution 
need not be sent to the Govetnor 
for his signature. 

Senators this morning, however, 
expressing the view that the pro- 
visions of the Missouri constitu- 
tion relative to legislative proceed- 
ings would control, directed atten- 
ve to section 15 of article 5, read- 
ng: 

“Every resolution to which the 
concurrence of the Senate and the 
House of Representatives may be 
necessary, except on questions of 
adjournment, of going into joint 
session and of amending this con- 
stitution, shall be presented to the 
Governor, and before the same 
shall take effect, shall be proceed- 
ed upon in the same manner as in 
the case of a bill.” 

Section 12 of article 5. 
pointed out, reads: 

“The Governor shal! consider all 
bills and joint resolutions, which 
having been passed by both houses 
of the General Assembly, shall be 
presented to him.’’ 

Senators Donnelly and Wam- 
mack, Dem@crats, said they were 
unable tg agree with the view that 
& redistricting resolution need not 
be presented to the Governor. At 
a conference of several of the 
Democratic Senators it was agreed 
that Williams’ resolution would not 
be called up for action today, and 
that time would be taken to ex- 
amine and compare the Federal 
Constitution, the Missouri constitu- 
tion and the apportionment act 
passed by Congress in their bear- 
ing on the subject. 

When an agreement is reached 
as to the legal] phases the Senators 
will decide whether to proceed with 
the resolution.

will voyage under the ice to the 
North Pole, made her first test

South Side Association Joins 28 
Other Groups in Protest 
to P. S. Co. 


The compromise proposal -Te- 
cently made by the St. Louis Pub- 
lic Service Co. with reference to 
removal of street car tracks from 


Gravois avenue, east of Grand 
boulevard, when new paving is 
laid, is opposed by the Gravois 
Transportation Committee, repre- 
senting the South St. Louis Busi- 
ness Men's Association and 28 oth- 
er business and civic organiza- 
tions. 

The proposal was that the 
Bellefontaine and Tower Grove 
car lines be rerouted on other 
streets and a fast bus line be in- 
stalled on Gravois for a trial pe- 


which the tracks would be re- 
stored if ordered by the Board of 
Public Service. Meanwhile the 
company would pay for paving that 
part of Gravois which the tracks 
would occupy if retained. 

Albert L. Schweitzer, attorney for 
the Gravois Transportation Comn- 
mittee, today notified the com- 
pany of the opposition of the busi- 
ness groups. He said that after 
holding meetings and discussing 
the proposal .his clients were of 
the opinion it was inadvisable and 
decided to oppose any move in the 
Board of Aldermen'to suspend the 
Gravois franchise.

THER FOOD CONTENT 


They Should Be an Important 
Item in the Dietary of 
All Persons. 


Use éggs abundantly now while 
en by the Bureau of Home Eco- 
nomics, of the United State De- 


partment: of Agriculture, which 
calls attention to the fact that their 


high food value makes them «8 
most important item in the diet 
at all times. 

Of ali natural foods, egg yolk 
is the best source of vitamin D, 
with the exception of fish oils. 
For this reason, the bureau points 
out, children who are given eggs 
from infancy are better /fortified 
against rickets that those who do 


not have them. 

In addition to the vitamin con- 
tent of eggs. they are extremely | 
valuable for their efficient protein | 
and for the qpsential minerals— | 
iron, calcium, phosphorus and 
magnesium—which are in such 
form as to be easily assimilated. 
Next to milk, eggs are the most 
important source of protein in the 
diet of growing children. Another | 
factor in their favor is that egg 
yolk resembles butter in its high 
percentage of vitamin A, which is 
sometimes known as the anti-in- 
‘fective vitamin. 

The bureau suggests that chil- 
Gren of five and six months be 
given smal] quantities of egg yolk, 
gradually increasing the amount 
until 18-month-old children are 
taking a full egg yolk. After two 
years they may have eggs in prac- 
tically all forms provided they are 
properly prepared. 

Since only 11 per cent of the egg 
is lost in the weight of the shell

Eggs and Codfish. 

One-half pound codfish, four 
tablespoons fat, three tablespoons 
flour, three cups milk, three eggs, 
chopped parsley and toast. 

Cover the fish with cold water 
and soak over night. Drain, flake 
and stemove all bores. Melt the 
fat in a skillet, add the fish and
